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WNW Lands, the ſaid Companies Legal Seal, which by 
the ſaid Companies 117 Law printed, doth poſitively fay, thall be 
a ſufficient evidence for the ſaid Lands; the ſaid Law printed, fol- 
loweth verbatim. 

All Grants from the Company of mens private Lands in the Somer- 
Islands fhall paſs under the Common Seal, which ſhall be ſufficient evidence 


for the ſaid Lands, &c. 
TP THE faid' Company made a final Order in reference to thoſe

AND it t further humbly conceived, that thoſe 21 Gentlemen Sub- 
ſcribers aforeſaid, would have judged it hard meaſure, if other men had 
even away their Lands or Goods from them, without - due proceſs of 
Law, as they have done. other mens; and-at the ſame time they had 
forgotten the Golden rule given by Chrift, To do #0 others, as they

IX. AND the foreſaid Companies Governour, Sir John Heydox, by 
name, in purſuance of the aforeſaid Order on March 28, 29, 30, 31. 
and April the 1/2, 1677, did order one John Briflow Senior, the ſaid 
Governours created Sheriff, contrary to the uſual cuſtom of the [fazds, 
that when a Sheriff dieth, another Sheriff is choſen out of the Councel, 
which rule was. not obſerved:) ; but the ſaid created Sheriff. did by 
force and violence break open the doors of ſeveral Houſes Tenanted by 
ſeveral Tenants in the ſaid Ifand, and did by force thruſt out the faid 
Tenants, and ſeveral other men and women, outof the ſaid Houſes and 
Lands, who kept the poſſeſſion of the ſaid Houſes and Lands belonging 
to their. lawful Landlords, notwithſtanding there had been no due 
proceſs of Law for the obtaining the ſaid Lands 3 and gave away the 
William Milborne, alias, the Attarney 
of three Gentlemen, contrary to all Law or Prefident ; Atteſted by

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t> THOUGH at the ſame time the ſaid William Milborne, alias, 


was appeached by ſeveral men for ſpeaking of treaſonable words againſt 
his Sacred Majeſty, calling of him Knave, 1f he did not pay his Debts ; 
and the ſaid Milborze further ſaid, That if he had a Dog that: looked 
like his Majeſties piFure ( though pictured in all his Royal Robes, the 
which: ſaid picture the ſaid Milborre pointed. at, where it hang'd in a 
Room where he was) he world hang him, of which there 1s ſeveral 
Affidavits come over from the ſaid [ſands confirming the ſame. 

AND. yet for all that the ſaid MiIborze ſpoke ſuch treaſonable words 
againſt the King , the ſaid Governour Sir Joh» Heydoz, by his. caſt- 
ing voice againſt the mind of his Councel, continued the ſaid MzIborze 
one of the Councel z though the ſaid Governour not long before that 
_ time hadendeavoured totake away the life of a man(in the ſaid [/ards), 
but for faying his Majeſty in Ezglard did connive at the QUAKERS 
there, and why not the Governour in the Sower-I[//ands here? So 
partially doth the ſaid Governour govern in theſaid 1{ards, as will be 
proved in many more particulars. Let there be. a Commiſſion' ſent 
over to the Somer-1ſiands., according to the 47 & 179 Law of the ſaid 
Company, . which faith poſitively verbatizr, 

By ſending over a Commiſſion to the Is|ands, to examine the Miſdemea- 
ours of the ſaid Governonr,. in the time of his Government, &c. . 

THE faid Company hath ated contrary to their written Lay, as it

IT was this day ordered according to the motion of the laſt Prepard- 
 Hve-Conrt, That all ſuch who ſhall hereafter propound any ſhare of Land to 
be aſſigned, and ſet over inCourt to any new Adventurer or others, ſhall fir 
paſs away the ſame by deed indented under their" Hand and Seal ; and af- 
terward canſe the ſame to be produced and ſhewed forth in open Court, where- 
by it may appear that the ſaid ſhare or ſhares of Land ſo ſet over, are clear- 
ly ang truly without any ſiniſter reſpe& to be paſſed over 5 and that in ſuch 
caſe alſo, the party aſſigning ſhall at the ſame time manifeſt his or their Title 
for the ſaid Lands by deed, under the Companies Seal, or otherwiſe the party 
alſo to be admitted ſhall take out his evidence for the ſaid Land in his own 
name under the Legal Seal of the Company, if the ſame have not been for- 
 nerly granted, before he be admitted to have voice, and fit in Court, as be- 
ing a means to avoid thoſe inconveniences which heretofore troubled the Cont 
.pany,by admitting titular men,who indeed have been no true owners of Land. 
AND have not the ſaid Company a&ed quite contrary to their own 
Law aforeſaid, in not proceeding on gradually by thoſe ſteps, before 
they admitted three Gentlemen to fit and vote in Court; and becaufe 
they were not capable to be ſo admitted (the ſaid 20 ſhares being other 
mens Lands by Law ), the ſaid Company voted them in, contrary to all 
Law and Preſident. 

AND in what they have done contrary to their own Laws, ſo they 
have acted quite contrary to the Laws of England alſo; the great Charter 
made inthe 9th year of King HENRY the Third, and confirmed by King 

EDWARD «he 1ſt in the 25th year of his Reign, Chyp. 29. 

NONE ſhall be condemmed without tryal ; jr gory ſhall not be ſold or de- 
ferred; no Free-man ſhall be taken or impriſoned, or be diſſeiſed of his Free- 
kold or Liberties, or Free-cuſtoms, or be ont-lawed or exiled, or any othey 
ways be deſtroyed 3 ror we will not paſs upon hin, nor condemn hin, but by 
lawful Tudgment of his Peers, or by the Law of the Land ; we will not 
ſell to no man, we will not deny, or defer to any man, Juſtice or Right, 
Stat.

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XII. THE faid Company tid let a Leaſe of the Whale-fiſhing in the 
Somer-Iſlands, 1669, for 99 years 3 :and yet lately by the Order of the 
aforeſaid 21 Gentlemen, they have ſemzed on all the Whale-fiſhing .ma- 
terials in the ſaid ſad, bought by the Leaſees money, and forbid the 
Whale-fiſhing, and ſeized-on all the ſpermacely, —_— right to the 
Leaſces,to the value of ſeveral 100 pounds ſterling,though the ſaid Com- 
pany have no intereſt in the Whale-fiſhing,but only one twentieth part 
of the ſaid ſpermacely for Rent, as by the Leaſe appeareth at large. 

XIHI. THE faid Company have ſeized on Ships and Goods, both in 
England and in the Somer-Ilands (without due proceſs of Law), as by 
their own Records, L36. 1. fol. 20,21. witneſs Mr. Samuel Dike, Mr. 
Tho. Leach, and ſeveral others. 

* XIV. THE faid Company have given away other-mens Lands without 
due proceſs of Law, as by their own Records, Lb. 1. fol. 132. 

XV. THE faid Company did expel one Mr. Robert Steevens out of 
their Courts, and fined him 50 /. ſterling, and ſeized on his Lands, for 
refuſing to take his Oath againſt himſelf, as by their own Records, Lib. 
I. fel. 14 & 35, proved before the Committee of Parliament. 

XVI. THE ſaid Company'the 3d of May, 1676 ( as by their own 
Records, Lib. 1. fol. 135, ) did refuſe to admit Mr. William: Sheeres in- 

to the Court, though Heir to his Fathers Land, contrary to the expreſs 
words of the Charter, which poſittvely commands the Company to ad- 
mit every Owner of. one ſhare of Land freely the next General Court 
afer requeſting the ſame to be admitted ; and alſo ought to be admit- 
ted by x ſecond Law of the Company, in theſe words verbatire, NOR 
-DENIED-.OR DELAYED. 

XVII. THE faid Company ſerzed on the Ship Friendſhip, Fobu Alder 
'Mafter, 1670, and foreed him to pay unto them 235 /. ſterling ( with- 
-out due proceſs of Law ), as by their own Records, 76. 1. fol. 18. 

XVIII. THE ſaid Company have ordered the ſeizing of many Ne- 
groes in the ſaid Iſland, that was lawfully bought by the Inhabitants in 

the Somrer-Iſlands ; and alfo fined ſeveral hundred pounds ſterling up- 
on the ſaid Inhabitants without due proceſs of Law), as appeareth on 
their own Records. 

XFX. Furthermore, Pray take notice that a Member of this Compa- 
ny did lately appeal to a Quarter-Court, about fome Lands in Contro- 
verſie, by vertue of the Companies 87 'Law, which faith poſitively 
Derbatim. 

IF any man find himelf aggrieved by a leſſer or ordinary Court, be 
2ay appeal to a great and Quarter-Court, where the matter ſhall be heard 
and finally ordered ; yet the Deputy of: the ſad Company, Sir Gilbert 

Gerard, put it to the queſtion againſt.the expreſs words of the Cotn-: 
- Þanies 28 Law, which larth.politively, That the Deputy ſpall put nothing-.

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70 the queſtion againſt the ſlanding-Lawv aud Ordevs of the ſaid Company. 
Yet the ſaid oo ut tt. to the queſtion whether the aforefed Hy. 
Law ſhould be obeyed 3 or whether the faid Member ſhould be heard 
or not heard, according to that Law, what he had to fay. 

XX. AND Mr. Richard Banner their Secretary was defired by: the 
aforeſaid Member to take notice how the faid Cor pany had voted 
againſt their own Laws 3 and he anfered, That he never $00k. any 
zotice of any Negatives ; though he ought ( by his place as Secretary ) 
to have informed the Company (before the queſtion was put )that they 
could not put their own Laws to the queſtion, whether they ſhould 
be obeyed or not. 

XXI. AND further, Pray take notice that one Mr. Saxmel Smith 
Junior” (a Nonconformiſt, profeſiing, profeſſed Miniſter of the Goſpel) 
in open Court, called the ſaid —_ book of Laws SACRED, 
and yet gave his vote againſt it and them at the ſame Court. 

XXIF THE faid Company have made many Arbitrary By-Laws to 
take away mens properties from them ( without due proceſs of Law ) 
on Record, printed at large, and preſented to the Parliament. Though 
the King in his Charter ſaith poſitively, The ſaid Company ſhall make no 
Laws repugnant to the Laws and Statutes of this Realm of Ergland; 
yet they have made Laws quite contrary. 

XXIII. AS the Maſters and Wardens of many Companies in Londoz? 
make By-Laws in diminution of the Prerogative of the King, intrench- 
ing upon, and uſurping to themſelves Arbitrary Power over that which 
is eſtabliſhed by Parliament, and by ſubtile ways levy divers unrea« 
ſonable ſums of money upon young Free-men of the City ; the pay- 
ment of which hath ruined many men, and that cauſeth the Houſes of 
the City to ſtand empty; and to the why the oppreſſions of the Ma- 
ſters and Wardens aforeſaid, young Tradeſmen have ſet up ſhops Weſt- 
ward, and that maketh the Houſes little worth within the City 5 and 
under ſpecious pretence of common good, 1s exerciſed intollerable op- 
preſſions on the ſubje& z and under pretence of Order and Govern- 
ment, in concluſion the hindering of Trade and Traffique, and in 
the end it produceth Monopolies, as learned Judg Cook, Inft. part 2. 
Þ. 540. So 1t is with the aforeſaid Sozer-[//ands-Company, Monopolizing 
x. 4. perl. on Tobacco. But where is the Statute-Law of England to 
warrant the ſaid Com pany to levy, demand, or receive the ſame of his 
Majeſties Subjedts? For how unreaſonable 1s 1t to ſet ſuch a Tax on 
Tobacco, when other Plantations Tobacco 1s fold but for three-half- 
pence a pound above the a and Bermudoes Tobacco ( by the 
Companies Law ) muſt pay 1. d. perl. for Duties, when all other To- 
bacco is freed from that charge: Then how can the Bermmdoes Mer- 
chants live by ſuch a Trade, is left to the Wiſdom of the Parliament 
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XXIV. THE ſaid Compaty; would take no notice of a Charge exhi- 
bited againſt the Governour Sir Joh» Heydon in the Somer-I/lands , 
though their 47 Law faith, 1f there be any fame againſt any principal” 
Officer, they ought to take notice of the ſame: and the ſame was put in. 
againſt him by a Member of the Company to the principal Aſſiſtants, 
and afterward to the Company, becauſe the principal Affiſtants refuſed 
to take any notice of it, That the ſaid Governovr had admitted ſtrang- 
ers Ships to Trade to and from the ſaid 1/ards, contrary to ſeveral Att 
of Parliament, to the great damage of his Majeſty in his Cuſtoms ;. but 
the ſaid Company would take no.notice of the ſame, though by their 
32 Law they were bound to take notice of it ; the Law verbatim, fol- 


lowing. 

f i = E Governour ſhall aſſemble the principal Aſſeſtants, whom the Conrt 
ſhall particularly Aſſzgn to aſſuſt him upon all weighty occaſions, requiring ſe- 
rious deliberation, and ſhall have a care with them, the Lords of his Ma- 
jeſties Privy-Conncel be acquainted with all matters of extraordinary and 
greateſt importance concerning the State. 

But inſtead of taking notice of that Law, and the Charge aforeſaid 
put in againſt him, the ſaid Company did break their 129 Law, that 
faith poſitively vzrbatim: following, 

That no man ſhall be Governour in the Somer-Illands {#por2 0 occaſion )
